On Cowcatcher of an 
Engine as It 


Flew Along Sixty Miles an Hour. 


Arrested. 


Toledo, O., April 11.—Martin Madi- 


son, a pressman here, had a thrilling 
ride and experience between this city 
and Sandusky as he made the trip 
hanging on the cowcatcher of a big 
Lake Shore passenger locomotive as 
it bored through the atmosphere at 
the rate of 60 to 75 miles an hour. 
Madison went down to the Union de- 
pot slipped through the gates and 
dodgedd among tbe coaches until he 
reached the big engine. 


Idle curiosity took possession of 


him and absentmindedly he climbed 
upon the pilot of the engine and perch- 
ed himself unnoticed upon the little 
platform in front of the boiler. While 
absorbed in thought the train pulled 
cut and before he realized where he 
was the flyer was thundering through 
the yards at the rate of 40 miles an 
hour. After tbe train got clear of the 
yards she began to go faster and fast- 
er, and the air pressure was so great 
that Madison thought he would 
be 


crushed to death. 


Madison said he realixed his only 


chance was to stick to the engine, so 
he hung on like grim death. The en- 
gine rocked, rolled and swayed, and 
several times he almost lost bis hold 
and came near falling off in front of 
the pilot The big iron horse in its 
fiight picked op gravel as big as mar- 
bles and he was pounded with these 
missiles the entire distance of 
miles. The speed of the train was not 
slackened until Sandusky Station was 
reached, when it stopped and Madison 
limbed off. 
Instead of being made a hero for bis 


perilous ride he was arrested and fined 
$3 for stealing a ride.

Strange Case of Ean Wood now in the 


Portland Hospital—Can't Re- 


member Early Life. 


Portland, Ore., 
pril 11.—Rendered 


unconscious for days through a blo\\ 
on the bead from falling timber, Earl 
Wood, 27 years old, some time sailor 
and common laborer, of Glenwood, N. 
Y., lost all consciousness of his per- 
sonality. 


Through the application of hypnotic 


cuggestion by a local expert Dr. Allen 
Gilbert, a remarkable dual identity 
has been discovered. The case has 
been brought before the Medical So- 
ciety of this city. U is authenticated 
by the United States Marine Service 
as one of the seven or eight cases in 
the country that has ever been heard 
of. 


Five years ago Wood met with an 


accident which robbed him of memory. 
He was struck 
on the head while 


working on the San Francisco water 
front. 
When 
he recovered he was 


found to have forgotten his personali- 
ty. 
He could not tell where he had 


come 
from 
nor any fact connected 


with his earlier life. 


Since 
that time he • has believed 


himself to be either Earl Channing 
or Earl Wood. Everything connected 
with his life up to IS years of age 
was as completely buried and blank 
as if he had not existed at all. Fo: 
the past five years he has pursued 
various vocations, but beyond 
thi 


period of five years his life was : 
blank. He is now convalescing in ; 
local hospital from an acident on Feb- 
ruary 23, which came~near costing him 
his 
life 
through concussion of the 


brain. 


Extreme means were resorted to to 


restore him to bis senses, and it was 
while trying to discover who he wa 
that he was put under the influence 
of hypotism, and while in that stale 
he recalled his home ancT birthplace 
at Glenwood, N. Y.. told of various 
places and 
incidents, 
which, upon 


coming out of the influence, lapse; 
again into blank obscurity. When not 
under influence Wood could 
furnish 


not the slightest clew to the informa- 
tion given up to 18 years of age. It is 
aelieved by some local practitioners 
that a transmigration of personalities 
may have taken place at the time of 
the first accident which Wood met 
with; that in some occult manner his 
personality has been 
merged 
into 


another man's body, and that the pa- 
tient at the local hospital is the body 
of some man with another's personal- 
ty in possession of his senses. He 
remembers but a few years of his 
manhood, and gives the name of Earl' 
SVbod mostly while in the hypnotic 
jtate.

Philadelphia, Apiil 11—By the terms 


ot the. will oi Colonel John McKee, 
said to be the wealthiest negro in the 
country, who died 
a few days ago, 


Archbishop Rjan ot the archdiocese 
of Philadelphia, 'will come into the 
possession as trustee, of an estate val- 
ued at upward of $2,000.000. 


Colonel McKee owned 
nearly 400 


pieces of real estate in Philadelphia, 
4,500 acres ol tarm land in New "Jer- 
sey, and 200,000 acres of coal, mineral, 
oil and farm land in Kentucky, West 
Virginia and Illinois. 


He is survived by one daughter, Ab- 


bie A. Syphax, who has five children 
living, and by Harry McKee Mmton, 
who is the son o£ a second daughter. 
This daughter is dead. The surviving 
daughter is cut off with an annuity of
